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INTRODUCTION 



This analysis of Fall 1984'Credit Enrollment represents an atte.npt to under«^ 
stand patterns of enrolljnent at Howard Conmunlty College with respect to 
demographic categories of students as welV as registration status. For ex- 
ample, the. Research Office has tried to show how enrollment has changed i'n 
various student population groups. 

The, method of reporting enrollment has changed this fall; Non^traditional 
enrollment in post-secondary education J^as been increasing in recent years at 
HCC and other" institutions. Traditional methods of reporting include only the 
"regular" semester.- which means the official third-week statistics as 
required by the Maryland State Board for Community College.. Howard Community 
^College has instituted additional "fall sessions each year. In Fall 1984, 
there are three additional fall sessions (year-sessions 8409, 8410 and 8411) • 
which "amount to almost 30 FTE enrollments and 105 unduplicated headcount 

♦ 

enrollments. * . ^

These additional fall sessions have been added to the Fall 1984 reported 
credit enrollment. In order. to compare Fall 1984 to Fall 1983, the additional 
sessions for Fall 1983 (year-sessions 8309, 8310 and 8311) have been backed in 
by hind for purposes of analysis. 

A Summary of Findings and Recommendations follows Immediately. Following the 
summary are tables and graphs detailing enrollment changes. • 

Questions and discussions concerning this report can be directed to the Office

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Credit enrollments are down. for most categories. The most dramatic declines 
are in the following categories:' 

Part-time students. 

Part-time and full-time females. This reverses the trend which 
" appeared Ust spring and in the preliminary enrollment analysis. 

Part-time and full-time day students. This reverses the trend ob- 
served in the preliminary analysis (July 1984). 

Recent Howai^d CotJJty high school graduates. 

" Returning students. (Readmitted studerft enrollments are up.) 

Enrollment declines, as in Spring 1984. appear to be system-v<ide ^hh)ughout 
Maryland com'munity colleges (see Appendix A). 

Major fattors, in Spring 1984. continue to be: 

• * Lower unemployment. ^ ' 

. • . Increased spending on consumer goods.

• New four-year institutions in Howard County and additio'nat course

Th^ most dramatic decline by percentage is in the full-time female 
category - a decline of 8.747.' (36 students). 

The. most dramatic decline is in absolute numbers is the part-time -female 
category which shows a iiecline of U4 students (5.72"/.) from Fall 19Q3. 

fhe decline in female enrollments began in Fall 1983. That decline 
was substan-tial (ISO students or almost 6"/.) and w^s accompanied by a drop 
in the median age of females., particularly part-time f^fnales. This 
indicates that it is the nontradi ti onal age females who are not attending. 

An increase in Fall 1983 male enrol Iments 'of 1.27/. il6 students) 
did not quite offset the decrease in female enrol Iment-s. However, sii 
full-time enrollment increa«ed, the FTE eijroUment did not decline in 
Fall 1983.
